Lonpon, Onrt., July 11.---The river here 
has risen to an unprecedented height, and 
the destruction of property is swelling fear- 
fully. Sofaras known, eight houses have 
been carried away. Three persons are 
known to have been drowned, and it is feared 
that the number will reacha much larger 
figure. A large number of persons are 
missing, but it is not known definitely that 
they have been drowned. Barns have been
